THE OLD PUMP FACTORY | 


The American Legion Post 136 sort of made it 
official Monday right. Rumors have been flying 
around for a couple of weeks that they want to 
get out of their building on Adams Street, and 
some of the members said so to the Selectmen. |} 

The building is old, and costs about $650 al 
year to heat, which is a lot of money. But it 
has quite a history - for, we suspect, it was 
in this building that George Westinghouse got 
the idea of the Air Brake, which he later in-j 
vented, and which was the start of the huge 
Westinghouse Company of today. 

It was originally built as a pump factory, 


sometime before the Civil War. A man named 
Adams made pumps there - the square wooden type 
that fitted into dug wells, through a wooden | 
platform over the well. 


But Adams did more than just make pumps. He 
was one of these fellows with Yankee ingenuity, | 
and he had an idea that trains could be stopped 
quicker by the engineer than by a dozen or so } 
assorted brakemen. 

Adams rigged up a gravity-type railroad in| 
the pump factory, and had wheels on this rail-j} 
road, which he would hoist up, and then let run 
dow the tracks, trying to stop them by various 
means. One of the ways he tried was with com-} 
pressed air, and it has long been a legend in 
Wilmington that George Westinghouse, then a 
railroad conductor, visited Adams and watched 


him at his experiments - this before he took | 
out his patents on air brakes. | 
Be that as it may - we really do not know, | 


but after Adams went out of®business the Place | 
was converted into an apartment house - four | 
apartments. Many a Wilmington ung couple of 
sixty or seventy years ago starbed married life 
in the old pump factory, and a few of them are | 
still alive to talk about the "godd old days". 

Later the building was acquired by the 
Catholic Club. We suppose we should say Wil- | 
mington Catholic Club, but everyone just called | 
it by the shorter name. It was a real live-wire 
organization - used to put on some rousing min- 
strel shows, and had a lot of fun. 


We don't know why the Catholie Club finally 
disbanded, but when they did the American Le- 
gion saw its chance, and moved in - and has 


been there ever since. H 

What's going to happen - We don't know, but | 
it looks like the old building may be torn down | 
for one reason or another, and, if that shonld | 
happen we wili be one of those people in Wil- 
mington who will pause to shed a tear for the 
old place. |

For the start we say Hurray, although we sus 
pect that the Town Engineer may not yet have 
discovered the key to the situation. For the 
State Engineer our comment is Phooey. 

All anyone has to do is to look at the dead 
trees, south of the Ipswich River. They were 
growing profusely, before 93 was constructed. 
Today they are dead - killed by permanent flood 
waters. 

And, as we have said before - the Westdale 
Avenue problem can be solved by a little Common 
Sense - the kind old Jim Kelley used to have 50 
years ago. Aman, a grubhoe, and a shovel, anc 
two days of labor, would clear all that area so 
that the waters around Westdale Avenue could 
flow unimpeded to the Ipswich - and no need of 
going on state property, either.

LIGHT RATE 
REDUCTIONS 
| EFFECTIVE APRIL 1 


The average residential ower 
of “ilmington is expected to 
save about $3.60 a year, as 
| the result of new rates by the 
'Reading Municipal Light De- 
|partment, effective April Ist. 
The new rate, approved by the 
{wassachusetts Department of 
jPublic Utilities on March t4th 
{is the result of an applica- 
{tion made by the company on 
‘March 7th., and will reduce 
|the income of the company by 
jan expected $74,270 annually, 

The lions share will go to 
|residential users, an esti- 
mated $46,800 yearly, with the 
first fifty kilowatt price 
being reduced from 6 cents to 
15.4 cents. 
| Schedule B users, (small com- 
jmercial) will be reduced one- 
half cent per kilowatt in the 
{third block billing of 490kwh, 
{This reduction is expected to 
decrease the company revenues 
by $8, 171 annually. 

Class C, Heavy Industrial, 
‘will receive reductions in the 
{form of reduced demand char- 
|ges, and in larger discounts 
|for those customers owning 
{their own transformers. The 
total reduction for all Class 
{C users is estimated at appro- 
!ximately $21,000 annually. 
| The rate revisions were an- 
{nounced a week ago by Hector 
L Gianascol, Light Department 
Manager. Mr. Gianascol said 
the reductions will have the 
effect of producing an excess 
of income over expenses in 
1962 of $367,500, and a rate 
of return on investment of 7%. 
It is planned to invest in ex- 
cess of $509,000 this year, Mr 
Gianasco] has reported, in 
plant investment, 

State statutes place a ceil- 
ing of an 8% return on invest- 
ment by municipally owned pow- 
er companies. Under a formula 
taking into consideration both 
Plant investment and earnings, 
the Reading Municipal Light 
Department each year makes a 
jpayment to the Reading treas-

jury, in lieu of taxes. The 
payment in 1961 was $145, 10 
and is expected to be $158, 1 
in 1952,

As the result of a visit to a 
printing plant by Mr Higonnet 
the men decided that the me- 
thods used in setting lead 
type were awkward and wasteful 
and quickly set about trying 
to evolve a photographic me- 
thod of doing the same thing. 
The key, they decided, was in 
photography, and although they 
knew nothing of printing they 
were, in effect, unhampered by 
preconceived ideas. 

Two of the knottiest problems 
were Solved by these two men 
in the next few months, and 
the methods they evolved are 


the basis of the Photon ma- 
chine of today, 

The men manufactured a trans- 
parent glass disc with the 
letters of the alphabet im- 
printed about its edge, which 
they set on an axis revolving 
eight times a second, and 
linked it by electronic cir- 
cuits to a Standard typewriter 
keyboard. 

Whenever a typewriter key is 
pushed it produces an elec- 
tronic impulse. 

The impulse is stored in an 
electronic brain until the 
line is completed, then all 
the impulses for the line are 
relayed into the machine. Each 
time the lettered wheel makes 
a revolution one letter is 
selected, and as this letter 
passes an aperture a light 
flash of a few microseconds 
length throws it onto film. 
The problem of ‘justi fica- 
tion’, making the rows of type 
eqial in length, was solved by 
an extensive electro-mechani- 
cal system, and the Photon 
machine automatically justi- 
fies, causing lines of print 
to come out at any pre-deter- 
mined length.
